All employers of one or

| who pay wages of more than 
$100 in any calendar quar- 
| ter after Sept. 30, 1961, are 
| subject to the disability insur- 
lance provisions of the Unem- 
| ployment Insurance Code 
|This means that effective 
| Oct 1, 1961, these employers 
| must deduct one percent of 
| wages paid to each employee 
lin the last quarter of 1961 up 
|to $3,600. In 1962, the one 
|percent deduction will be on 
| the first $4,100 paid to each 
| worker during that vear. In 
| 1963, it becomes one percent 
‘of $4,600 in 1964 the tax will 
j be on $5,100; and in 1965 the 
lone percent tax will apply to

White, of San Francisco, 
voiced Legion complaints 
|} against the fire and hazard 
insurance contract signed last 
; Dec. 1 with National Ameri- 
can Insurance Co. of Los An 
| geles, objecting principally on 
jthe grounds that “‘one com- 
ipany handles all the  busi- 
ness." The coverage formerly 
was provided by some 300 in- 
surance companies and their 
designated agents. 
| Farber said: “If certain Le 
|} gion members want to be the 
spokesman for insurance 
jagents instead of the veter- 
ams they are supposed to re- 
present, I suppose that is 
their privilege. 

“My Depaytment is con- 
cerned with making the best 
deal for California veterans 
in every case, and our new 
insurance contract provides 
full protection for them. and 
has meant tremendous sav- 
;ings to them.” 

Farber noted that about 40 
percent of the Legionnaires 
at the convention voted 
against the resolution, which 
was foster red by the San Fran- 
cisco Insurance Post of 
which White is a member 
He said the roll-call vote in- 
dicated “personalities rather 
than the merits of the insur- 
ance influenced the result.” 

Farber cencluded that, “As 
a former State Commander 
of the American Legion. 1 
am sorry that certain. indivi- 
duals have chosen to dea! in 
personalities in the past 214 
years. I would urge them to 
get back to the American Le- 
gion programs. so that the 
Organization’s prestige and 
|membership can grow rather 
than decline as it has in the 
| Past two years.”
